Those areas with town meetings 
coming up shortly are: Greenwood 
and Andover this Saturday; Wood- 
stock and. Newry Monday; West 
Paris Tuesday; Upton on Thurs- 
day, March 14, The date of Gil- 
ead’s town meeting has not yet 
been set but it is expected to be 
held within the next few wecks. 

Greenwood and Woodstock resi- 
dents are almost certain to ques- 
tion their town officials on what 
is happening with their joint trans- 
fer station. The state has refused 
fo grant a permit for the newly 
opened transfer station and the 
selectmen of both towns have been 
meeting with Sen. Don Twitchell 
(D-Norway) to work out a com- 
promise with state authorities so 
that the transfer site can continue 
to operate, In addition, Greenwood 
voters will be asked if they're 
willing to allow some businessmen 
in town to have keys to the dump, 
as they used to before it became 
a transfer station. The business- 
men. claim they have to take their 
businesses’ trash home and wait 
for a day the dump is open.

_ With about 40 concerned parents 
from Andover watching the pro-

“We going back 50 years, and we 
don’t want to do that anymore,” 
she said. 

Andover Principal Dave Mur- 
phy told The Citizen he had tested

The board voted salary increases 
for Mr. Davis and Mr. Higgins, 
effective at the beginning of the 
1985-86 fiscal year.

Safety Tip 
—First Aid for Shock 

Improve circulation of the blood 
to insure an adequate supply of 
oxygen, and to maintain body tem- 
perature, 

Give urgent first aid immedi- 
ately to eliminate causes of shock, 
such as stoppage of breathing, 
hemorrhaging and severe pain. 

Steps for preventing shock and 
for giving first aid for shock are 
as follows: keep the patient lying 
down; cover him only enough to 
prevent loss of body heat; obtain 
medical help; the victims position 
miust be based on his injuries; 
generally the most satisfying posi- 
‘tion for the injured person will be 
lying down to improve his circu- 
lation; injuries to neck or spine— 
do not move; person with face and 
jaw injuries (no neck) place on 
side; if in doubt concerning the 
correct position on the basis of in- 
juries sustained—keep ithe victim 
flat; if no breathing problems, 
raise the feet.up eight to 12 inch- 
es; If breathing problems. arise, 
raise the head and shoulders up; 
keep the victim warm enough to 
overcome or avoid chilling; if pos- 
sible put blanket under and over 
the patient. Do not add extra heat.
